AN ACT Relating to allow ng the departnment of revenue to issue a
notice of lien to secure paynent of delinquent excise taxes in |lieu of
a warrant; anending RCW 82.32.210; adding a new section to chapter
82.32 RCW and providing an effective date.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEGQ SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCWS82.32.210 and 2001 ¢ 146 s 12 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) If any fee, tax, increase, or penalty or any portion thereof is
not paid wwthin fifteen days after it becones due, the departnent ((ef
revende)) may issue a warrant in the amount of ((sueh)) the unpaid
suns, together with interest thereon from the date the warrant is
i ssued until the date of paynent. |If, however, the departnent ((ef
revenue)) believes that a taxpayer is about to cease business, |eave
the state, or renove or dissipate the assets out of which fees, taxes
or penalties mght be satisfied and that any tax or penalty wll not be
pai d when due, it may declare the fee, tax or penalty to be i medi ately
due and payabl e and may i ssue a warrant i medi ately.

(a) Interest inposed before January 1, 1999, ((shak—be)) is

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conputed at the rate of one percent of the anount of the warrant for
each thirty days or portion thereof.

(b) Interest inposed after Decenber 31, 1998, ((shalH—be)) 1is
conputed on a daily basis on the anobunt of outstanding tax or fee at
the rate as conputed under RCW 82.32.050(2). The rate so conputed
((shalt)) nust be adjusted on the first day of January of each year for
use in conputing interest for that calendar year. As used in this
subsection, "fee" does not include an admnnistrative filing fee such as
a court filing fee and warrant fee.

(2) Except as provided in section 2 of this act, the departnent
((shatkt)) nust file a copy of the warrant with the clerk of the
superior court of any county of the state in which real and/or personal
property of the taxpayer may be found. The clerk is entitled to a
filing fee under RCW 36.18.012(10). Upon filing, the clerk ((shaH))
will enter in the judgnent docket, the nane of the taxpayer nentioned
in the warrant and i n appropriate colums the anount of the fee, tax or
portion thereof and any increases and penalties for which the warrant
is issued and the date when the copy is fil ed((—andthereupon)). The
anount of the warrant so docketed ((shall—beecore)) is a specific lien
upon all goods, wares, nerchandise, fixtures, equipnment, or other
personal property used in the conduct of the business of the taxpayer
agai nst whomthe warrant is issued, including property owned by third
persons who have a beneficial interest, direct or indirect, in the
operation of the business, and no sale or transfer of the persona
property in any way affects the lien.

(3) The lien ((shal+)) is not ((be)) superior, however, to bona
fide interests of third persons ((whieh—-had)) that vested ((prHoer—to))
before the filing of the warrant when the third persons do not have a
beneficial interest, direct or indirect, in the operation of the
busi ness, other than ((the—seeuring—of—the)) to secure paynent of a
debt or ((t+he—+reecerving—of)) to receive a regular rental on equi pnent.
The phrase "bona fide interests of third persons” does not include any
nmort gage of real or personal property or any other credit transaction
that results in the nortgagee or the hol der of the security acting as
trustee for unsecured creditors of the taxpayer nentioned in the
warrant who executed the chattel or real property nortgage or the
docunent evidencing the credit transaction.

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(4) The ampunt of the warrant so docketed ((shall—thereupen)) is

also ((beeoerre)) alien uponthe titleto and interest in all other real
and personal property of the taxpayer against whomit is issued the
sane as a judgnent in a civil case duly docketed in the office of the
clerk. The warrant so docketed ((shall—be)) is sufficient to support
the issuance of wits of garnishnent in favor of the state ((+nrthe
mannrer)) as provided by | aw ((iHA—the—<ecase—of)) for judgnents wholly or
partially unsatisfi ed.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 82.32 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) To secure paynent of a tax warrant issued by the departnent
under RCW 82.32.210, the departnent may issue a notice of |ien against
any real property in which the taxpayer agai nst whom the warrant was
i ssued has an ownership interest, if the total anount for which the
warrant was issued exceeds twenty-five thousand dollars and the

departnment determnes that issuing the notice of lien would best
protect the state's interest in collecting the anount due on the
war r ant . The departnment nust file the notice of lien with the

recording officer of the county where the real property is |ocated.
The recording officer is entitled to a filing fee as provided under RCW
36. 18. 010.

(2)(a) Except as otherwi se provided in this section, recording a
notice of lien as authorized in this sectionisinlieu of filing with
the clerk of the superior court a copy of the warrant secured by the
notice of lien.

(b) Notwi thstanding (a) of this subsection (2), the departnent may
file with the superior court a warrant that is secured by a notice of
lien under this sectionif: (i) The departnent determ nes that filing
the warrant is in the best interest of collecting the anount due on the
tax warrant; or (ii) the warrant remains unpaid six nonths after the
notice of lien was issued.

(3) If a warrant has been filed with the clerk of the superior
court, the departnent may issue and record a notice of I|ien against
real property of the taxpayer and file a conditional satisfaction of
the warrant with the clerk of the superior court of the county in which
the warrant was filed, if the departnent determ nes that such actions
are in the best interest of collecting the anount due on the warrant.

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(a) A warrant for which a conditional satisfaction is filed wll
continue to accrue interest on the unpaid bal ance as provided in RCW
82. 32. 210.

(b) (i) The departnent may refile a warrant for which a conditional
satisfaction has been filed if: (A) The departnment determ nes that
refiling the warrant is in the best interest of collecting the anount
due on the warrant; or (B) the warrant remai ns unpaid six nonths after
the notice of Iien was issued.

(ii1) Awarrant is refiled in the sanme manner as it was originally
filed.

(c) A warrant that is refiled as provided in this subsection (3)
reinstates the liens provided under RCW 82.32.210 as of the date the
warrant is refil ed.

(d) For the purposes of this subsection (3), a "conditional
satisfaction” is a docunent issued by the departnent, which, when filed
with the clerk of the superior court of the county in which the warrant
was filed, releases the liens provided under RCW 82.32.210 w thout
prejudice torefile the warrant at a | ater date.

(4) When a taxpayer has requested the departnent to use the
collection authority under this section, in order to determne if the
i ssuance of a notice of lien would best protect the state's interest in
col l ecting the anbunt due on the warrant, the departnment may require
t he taxpayer to:

(a) Provide, at the taxpayer's expense, the departnment with a
current abstract of title as defined by RCW 48.29.010 from a title
i nsurer that possesses a certificate of authority issued under Title 48
RCW and

(b) Authorize the departnent to obtain the taxpayer's current
credit report.

(5) A notice of lien issued under this section nust include the
foll ow ng information:

(a) The nanme of the taxpayer who has an interest in the real
property against which the notice of lien is fil ed;

(b) The taxpayer's tax registration nunber issued as provided in
RCW 82. 32. 030;

(c) The nunber of the warrant issued by the departnent;

(d) The ampunt for which the warrant was issued;

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(e) The l|egal description, tax parcel nunber assigned under RCW
84.40.160, and the street address, if available, of the real property
agai nst which the notice of lienis issued; and

(f) Any other information the departnent determnes would be
useful .

(6) The notice of lien issued under this section is superior to al
ot her liens and encunbrances, except:

(a) Bona fide interests of third persons that had vested prior to
the recording of the notice of lien, if the third persons do not have

a beneficial interest, direct or indirect, in the operation of the
t axpayer's business, other than the securing of the paynent of a debt
or the receiving of a regular rental on equipnent. For purposes of

this subsection, "bona fide interests of third persons" has the sane
meani ng as in RCW 82. 32. 210; and

(b) Property taxes and speci al assessnents agai nst the property.

(7) The departnent nust release a notice of |lien issued under this
section as soon as practicable after receipt of paynent in full of the
anount due on the warrant secured by the notice of lien, including
i nterest accrued as provided in RCW82.32.210(1) and all recording fees
claimed by the recording officer for the recording of the notice of
lien and the rel ease of the |ien.

(8) The departnent nust release a notice of lien issued under this
section within fourteen days if the notice of Iien was issued in error.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. This act takes effect January 1, 2012.
